Problems relative to immigration 


and emigration in the United Stales 
were treated by the speakers at the 
Twilight Club in an interesting man- 
ner Tuesday evening. The matter of 
immigration naturally

THE BOY SCOUTS. 


The Boy Scout movement was born 


in this country 
in February, 
1910 


The third birthday anniversary will 
be celebrated by the 300,000 members 
from the eighth to the fifteenth ot 
next month. Interest in the organi- 
zation is growing and good results are 
apparent on every hand. A Boy Scout 
is a gentleman, wherever yon find him 
and an army of young gentlemen 
means much to the country. .Here's 
a little story which tells of their gen- 
tlemanly work: 


"I saw a big, heavy woman fall as 


she was crossing the street, almost a 
block ahead of. me," said the man. 
"Her bundles flew, to the four winds 
in the snow banks that almost sur 
rounded the woman. Before I coulc 
get to the woman a tiny lad had 
rushed up to. her and, though she 
must have weighed over two hundred 
pounds, did his best to assist her to 
her feet. Then he dug into the snow 
bank for the packages and had just 
got the woman on her way by the time 
I reached the scene. He was such a 
mite of a lad and did everything so 
capably, I admired the way the lad 
went about his little bit of heroism 
and said: 
'You're a fine little man. 


'Yes, sir,' replied the lad. 'I'm nearly 
a Boy Scout. I'm ,only ten years old 
but next year I'll be eleven, and then 
I'll get in. .But my brother is a Scout 
and I learn everything 
from him; 


that's the reason I knew how to help 
that woman.'

"If that isn't as-.fine .a bit of justifi- 


cation for the Boy Scout movement, 
as one could wish, we don't know how 
much more a reasonable person could 
ask. 
A great many boys would have 


stood by and laughed to see a fat 
woman fall in the snow, instead of

has taught boys to-be gallant and use- 
ful."

This,might be a good way to settle 


the Sunday amusement question in 
Janesville. Opinion is so divided that 
it is difficult for the council'to deter- 
mine what the majority want. A vote 
on the question would be a satisfac- 
tory solution. 


THE CIVIC CENTER. 


A revival of interest in tho neigh- 


borhood civic center, with the public 
school building as its'clubhouse, is 
evident, and it is timely. 
Duluth. has 


adopted 
a charter that gives the 


broadest powers to a centralized city 
government, subject only to the check 
of public opinion. 
Therefore Duluth 


will need, as it never has needed be- 
fore, an alert and constantly well in- 
formed citizenship. 
The best way to 


bring that about is through neighbor- 
hood clubs for the discussion of pub- 
lic matters: and since the 
school 


buildings are used for educational 
purposes only a small part of the 
time, obviously they should be utilized 
for this purpose. The civic center has 
social trimmings, and they are neces- 
sary: but they are trimmings, only. 


Whiteside county, Illinois, through 


Congressman McKenzie of that dis- 
trict, is promised government aid to 
the extent of $2,400, for the employ- 
ment of a farm doctor, to aid the 
farmers in their efforts along the line 
of scientific farming. The only condi- 
tion is ,that the local people show suf- 
ficient interest to forward the work. 
This is a sensible move, and the ex- 
periment will be watched with inter- 
est. The railroads of the country are 
encouraging this kind of work, and 
much is being accomplished. 


The prevention of disease is com- 


manding more attention today than at 
any time in the history of the coun- 
try. 
County hospitals for the care of 


tubercular diseases is one of the evi- 
dences of this widespread 
interest. 


This hospital work is both 
philan- 


thropic and humane, as well as a safe- 
guard 
against 
the 
spread 
of 
the 


disease. 
The county board, now in 


session, can well afford to give the 
matter of a Rock county .hospital fa- 
vorable 
consideration. 
The 
county 


can well afford to encourage this kind 
of work.

egg market, established a reputation 
for cold storage eggs, and today they 
are considered better than the strict- 
ly fresh brand, from the country.

The Importance of Janesville's posi- 


tion as a manufacturing and retail 
business center and its relation as 
such to .this entire section ol: South- 
ern Wisconsin with a r-adius for retail 
business o£ eighty miles to the west, 
.as far as Rockford, Harvard and 
Woodstock on the south; Madison and 
Watertown on the north; Delavan, 
Elkhorn, Wahvorth and Waukesha on 
the east, is not really appreciated by 
the average citizen.
